Audit Audited 


The annual report of the Jockeys’ Guild, 
accompanied by a letter from secretary 
Sterling Young, finally worked to the top 
of the heap which each spring accumulates 
on our desk, 

“These statements speak for them- 
selves.” said Mr. Young. “A record sum 
of $64.484.05 was expended for medical 
and financial aid during the year... . 
Insurance payment are not included in this 
figure.” 

We added up the list of disbursements, 
including the $250 item for reducing pills. 
and sure enough the total came out right. 
There were $33,841.98 for medical services, 
$12,436.78 for financial aid, and $18,205.29 
in loans. (“These are called ‘loans,’ but 
from past experiences about 10 per cent 
will be repaid. Total outstanding loans at 
December 31, 1956, amount to $75,129.21,” 
said a footnote to the report.) 

Said Young: “The directors of the 
Jockeys’ Guild are grateful to the mem- 
bers and to all who have contributed to 
the Guild’s Welfare Fund, thereby per- 
mitting them to increase this benevolent 
work.” 


26-Year-Old Matron 


Thomas A. Asbury’s 26-year-old Miss 
Merriment on May 18 foaled a filly by 
Intent at the Hedgewood stud of C. A. 
Asbury, Lexington. One of the best race 
mares of the early 1930’s, Miss Merriment. 
by High Time, was bred by the Himyar 


Stud of Col. Phil T. Chinn. Sold to the 
Dorwood Stable of Victor Emanuel, Miss 
Merriment won 29 races, including the Fall 
Highweight Handicap (twice), Bay Shore, 
Jamaica, Interborough, and Newport 
Handicaps, and earned $43,315. Toward 
the end of her racing career she was 
bought by John Hay Whitney. In the last 
appearance ef her career she was matched 
against Myrtlewood and lost. 

For Whitney’s Greentree Stud Miss 
Merriment had 4 foals in 10 years. Three 
—Stunts, Class Day, and Boomdeay—won 
stakes, and a fourth, Armistice Day. placed 
in stakes. She was sold next to Asbury. 
who got the first of his 4 foals from her 
in 1950. He does not plan to breed her 
again. 


Hunt Meeting Dates 


Fall dates for hunt meetings have been 
announced by the Hunts Committee of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt As- 
sociation.

Third Horse Under 1:34 


Los ANGELES. Last January during the 
Santa Anita Park meeting, Texan Law- 
rence S. Pollack bought Terrang for $83.- 
200 from the Rex Ellsworth stable, and 
the brown son of *Khaled—Flying 
Choice promptly won the San Antonio 
Handicap for his new owner. 

Terrang waited until the Hollywood 
Park meeting to meet the last installment 
on his purchase price. On June 8 he paid 
himself out with a 2%4-length victory in 
the $50,000-added Argonaut Handicap be- 
fore a crowd of 49,286. He ran the mile 
in 1:3344, and became the third horse to 
handle the mile in under 1:34. 

In winning this same stakes last year, 
mighty Swaps had shoved the world’s rec- 
ord down to 1:3314. The former record 
was 1:3335, set by Citation at Golden 
Gate Fields. 

In less than 5 months, Terrang has 
more than paid for himself, and the fu- 
ture looks bright. His next start will be 
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THE WEEK’S 
RACING 


in the $50.000-added Inglewood Handicap 
at 1;'; miles on June 22; and he has an 
impost of 117, the same weight he carried 
in the Argonaut, for the Hollywood Gold 
Cup. 

In the Argonaut, Terrang ran in the 
colors of Pollack and Roland Bond, who 
is president of the Republic National 
Bank, of Dallas. How Terrang came under 
the double ownership is a story that goes 
back to last fall. 


At that time, Pollack and his close 
friend, Bond, bought *Pappa Fourway 
in England, and imported him to this 
country. According to Carl (Slim) Roles, 
*Pappa Fourway was the fastest horse 
he ever trained, but, unfortunately, he 
broke down before ever getting to the 
races here. So Bond was practically out 


of racing before he really had gotten 
into it. 

Pollack was disappointed because his 
friend had not had a run for his money, 
so when Terrang turned out so well, he 
sold Bond a half-interest in the horse. 

In the paddock before the Argonaut, 
Roles instructed Johnny Longden to “get 
into the turn in good shape, and save 
something for the finish.” 

Terrang was in front as the field swung 
into the club house turn, and he never 
lost the top. When Find moved up to 
offer a stiff challenge at the head of the 
stretch, Longden had saved something all 
right. He went to work on Terrang, and 
the colt responded by shaking off Find 
and pulling away to win by 234 lengths. 


Blistering Pace 


The race had been billed as a duel be- 
tween Bobby Brocato and Corn Husker 
each of which had scored in the last 2 
runnings of the Santa Anita and San 
Juan Capistrano Handicaps. 

It was the first start in 6 months for 
Bobby Brocato. He had a flash of his 
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in third place. 
the distance. Only Swaps (twice) 
early speed, but at the 5-furlong pole was 
caught in a jam between Find and Hoop 
Band and had to take back sharply. After 
that, Bobby Brocato dropped back 
steadily and tried to bear out the rest of 
the race. He finished last, and pulled up 
favoring his left fore leg. 

Corn Husker made a mild bid around 
the turn, but could not sustain it and fin- 
ished fifth, beaten more than 9 lengths. 

Terrang’s early fractions were brilliant. 
He went the first quarter in :2214, the 
half in :4445, and the 6 furlongs in 1:0845. 
Terrang was slowing down a lot in the 
stretch — as he would have to do — but by 
then no one really was running at him. 
The quarters were :2215, :2234. :24, 
and :25. 

Find, running an excellent race, was 
the one which forced Terrang to his ter- 
rific early fractions. Going into the last 
quarter, Find had moved to within a 
length of Terrang, but that was the closest 
he could get. As Terrang stepped away 
in the stretch, Find dropped back, and in 
the last stride he was nosed out of second 
place by Pit Boss. 

After the close of Hollywood Park, 
Chicago racing fans will get a look at 
Terrang. There are some stakes at Wash- 
ington Park that appeal to Roles, and 
he’s going to make a pitch for them with 
Terrang.

No Tax Boost 


Detroit. Racing enthusiasts had some- 
thing to appreciate on “Appreciation 
Day.” June 4, at Hazel Park. 

A total of 20,046 had taken advantage 
of the third annual no-admission party 
when word came from Lansing that Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams had vetoed a bill that 
would have raised the pari-mutuel tax 
one-half per cent and would have cost 
the bettors about $500,000. 
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Terrang (5) won the one-mile Argonaut Handicap at Hollywood Park by 2% 
lengths from Joe W. Brown’s Pit Boss (blinkers).

and Citation have better records. 


Racing commissioner James H. Inglis 
had marshaled all the forces of the Thor- 
oughbred sport to beat the tax increase. 
The Minnema Bill, passed by both 
houses of the state legislature, had been 
sitting on the governor’s desk for nearly 
3 weeks. It proposed to hike the “take” 
on Thoroughbred racing from 12 to 124% 
per cent, with most of the additional 
money going to county fairs and a pittance 
for Thoroughbred breeders’ awards. 

Inglis had fought the bill all the way, 
pointing out that virtually none of the 
money would benefit racing. Only $3,000 
or so would go toward the _ breeders’ 
awards, he said. 

On June 3 Inglis had assembled a 
party of horsemen, breeders, track of- 
ficials, and union leaders to call on Gov- 
ernor Williams. The deadline for signing 
the bill was only 24 hours off. They spent 
half an hour with the governor. 

The next day was Appreciation Day at 
Hazel Park. (The “free” day was inau- 
gurated by the track 3 years ago. The 
idea then was to bolster the Tuesday after 
Labor Day. always the slowest day of the 
season, and to show the track’s apprecia- 
tion to patrons by admitting them free 
and giving away a prize yearling in a 
name-the-horse contest. When the racing 
commissioner switched dates and Hazel 
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Park took over the spring-summer meeting 
in 1956, the original inspiration for the 


occasion was gone. But president Richard 


A. Connell and his associates decided to 
continue Appreciation Day anyway.) 

Despite the incentive of free admission, 
attendance this Appreciation Day was the 
lowest of the 3 to date —the record was 
set in 1955 with a turnout of 25,508—but 
judging by the roar that greeted the an- 
nouncement that Governor Williams had 
vetoed the pari-mutuel tax boost, it seemed 
more like 50,000. 

“If the legislature desires to raise 
taxes on those who patronize horse rac- 
ing,” the governor said, “they should de- 
vote that revenue to more pressing needs, 
My basic objection to the bill is that it 
seeks to earmark additional taxes to build 
or repair structures at county fairs while 
our tremendous needs in the field of edu- 
cation have been turned down by the 
legislature.” 

After the announcement, the fans sat 
back to watch the prize yearling of 1956 
perform in a maiden dash for 2-year-olds. 
Regal Gesture didn’t win, but she ran an 
impressive second to another first starter, 
Dear Annette. 

Hazel Park officials intend to continue 
Appreciation Day. This year everybody 
had something to appreciate.

CANADA 
Saved for the Plate 


Toronto. Racing took a giant step here 
June 8 with the 98th running of the 
Queen’s Plate, North America’s oldest 
consecutively run stakes race. E, P. Tay- 
yor’s Lyford Cay won the 114-mile Plate 
(the first at this distance since 1924) in 
a creditable 2:02%5. and for the first time 
in Canadian racing history more than a 
million dollars was bet in one day. 

A total of $1,038,284 was wagered by 
26.705 persons who watched Lyford Cay, 
carrying Cuban rider Avelino Gomez. 
beat Mrs. Taylor’s Chopadette by 11% 
lengths. 

Gomez had Lyford Cay away from the 
outside stall quickest of all. They quickly 
opened a length, and at the head of the 
stretch they had 5 lengths on Chopadette, 
and it was all over. Charles Stinson’s Fly: 
ing Atom was third. 

Trainer Pete McCann, who handled Tay- 
lor’s 3 previous Plate winners (Epic, 
Major Factor, and Canadiana) was not so 
surprised at the result as he was at the 
time and the convincing way Lyford Cay 
won it. 

“We usually work them together,” Pete 
said, “and Chopadette usually beats him 
doing anything. Except I never put blink- 
ers on Lyford Cay in workouts. I’ve never 
found a horse that blinkers mean so much 
to. Put blinkers on Lyford and he becomes 
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Hasty House Farm’s Bluebility (4) got up in the last stride in the Honeymoon

Informed of these 
results by phone, Eddie took them 
philosophically: “That’s not all that hap- 
pened. I also got out-shook for Great 
Grant in the first race at Belmont.” 

The day was not a complete flop for 
Burke. There was the $10,000 second- 


place award in the Metropolitan and the 
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$6.500 prize for second in the Richards. 
What hurt most, at least at the moment, 
was the disappointment of losing the 
chance of getting Great Grant for $7,500 
in a claiming race. 

Burke has done very well with claim- 
ing horses—he got Squared Away for 
$8,000 — but he was not the only one 
in line for Great Grant. The 3-year-old 
son of *Djeddah had been claimed for 
$4,000 and $5,000 in his 2 previous starts 
and trainers still flocked to get him for 
$7,500. The lucky one in the roll of 
the pills was Mike Padovani. 


Padovani had made the original claim 
on Great Grant when he took him from 
trainer Sol Rutchick at Jamaica for 
$4,000. Pushing the infirm colt up a 
thousand dollars in his next start, as he 
had to by the claiming rules. Padovani 
lost him to Johnny Carroll. Carroll, rais- 
ing him $2,500, picked up a net purse of 
$2,340 and lost him back to Padovani, 
thus gaining $4,840 in the 4 days that 
he had the colt. The reason for the de- 
mand on Great Grant may be seen in the 
fact that he now has won his last 3 starts 
by a total of 22 lengths. 


Twice Highweight, Twice Second 


Dedicate, bred by Burke, was carrying 
top weight of 126 pounds for the second 
time in a row in a $50,000 handicap. The 
5-year-old horse had assumed the same 
burden in the 7-furlong Carter, only to fall 
under Portersville’s late rush, and the 
same fate befell him in the Metropolitan. 
Counting his nose defeat by Third 
Brother in the Bowie, the head setback by 
Portersville in the Carter, and the three- 
quarter-length defeat in the Metropolitan, 
Dedicate has lost quite a bit of money 
by less than his length in 3 starts this 


year. 


The topweight in both the Carter and 
the Met, Dedicate still was not favored 
by the large crowds which came to a re- 
vamped Belmont Park. Boston Doge held 
the crowd’s favor in the Carter, and Riley 
was the choice in the Metropolitan. Both 
favorites finished out of the money, with- 
out excuses in the running, and both win- 
ners fell into the category of “they could 
have been played.” As a matter of fact, 
both races were true handicaps in that all 
the starters were well backed and both 
races produced close finishes. 

In the Metropolitan Dedicate gave way 
to Traffic Judge, the only member of the 
field which had won more money. Traffic 
Judge. carrying 118 pounds, drew the 
outside position. At a smaller track this 
riight have been a detriment, but at Bel- 
mont, with a full half-mile straightaway 
before bending into the lone turn in a 
mile race, the post position has little to do 
with the result. As it happened, Traffic 
Judge was fit enough to take advantage of 
any post he had. 

Arcaro said after the race, “I had a 
million dollars worth of horse but no 
place to spend him until we straightened 
for home.” Then the value of his horse 
paid off: Traffic Judge just edged to the 
outside and made up the necessary 5 
lengths to overhaul the leaders. The 
margin he had to make up shows how 
good a handicap it was. Traffic Judge 
came from tenth position at the head of the 
stretch, but had to make up only 5 lengths 
to win. 


Orders Reversed 


The horse he had to catch was Dedi- 
cate, which had taken the lead shortly 
after the call was made at the quarter- 
pole. The chart doesn’t show the Burke 
horse in front, but he was on the lead 
twice. Kingmaker was still in front at the 
head of the stretch, and then Dedicate 
took over. When the call came at the 
eighth-pole *Tudor Era had taken over 
from Dedicate, but the Burke horse came 
on again to lead until Traffic Judge rolled 
by on the outside in the last 3 strides. 

The fact that Kingmaker was in front 
coming into the stretch but was last at 
the finish sounds impossible. The Happy 
Hill Farm colt could not have stopped 
faster had he been shot. Sixteen horses 
passed him in a quarter of a mile. Mrs. 
Charles Ulrich Bay’s Greek Spy had 
nothing beaten at the head of the stretch 
and finished third. 

Dedicate’s story had been much the 
same in the Carter. The son of *Prince- 
quillo made a long drive around the turn 
to gain the lead high in the stretch, only 
to fall under a late drive by Portersville, 
under 111 pounds. 

Dedicate now has the Suburban and 
Brooklyn Handicaps to look forward to 
but so has Traffic Judge.

The Guineas in Ireland 


Leading development among the 3-year- 
old colts in Ireland is Jack Ketch (Aba- 
dan—Law, by Son-in-Law), which won 
the 7-furlong Tetrarch Stakes at the 
Curragh May 15, beating English Slipper 
(His Slipper—Coramere, by Challenge), 
the high-ranked Ballyprecious (Ballyogan 
—Precious Rose, by Windsor Slipper), 
and others. On May 29 Jack Ketch was 
favorite for the Irish Two Thousand Gui- 
neas. He made his best run in the last 
furlong and won by a length from Bally- 
precious, which also finished strongly. 
The second-choice Hindu Festival, winner 
of the Ormonde Stakes at Chester, was a 
receding third, beaten half a length for 
second. The French colt Turkrano (Turk- 
han—Rahnee, by Lovelace), a_ half- 
brother to the 1955 Prix du Jockey Club 
winner Rapace, fell back to fourth place 
after a stretch battle with Hindu Festival. 

The winner’s sire, Abadan (Persian 
Gulf—Affair, by Fair Trial), the best 
Irish 2-year-old of 1949 and a good sprint- 
er and miler in the next 2 years, got only 
one crop of foals before he was exported 
to South Africa; among them, besides 
Jack Ketch, was Refined, leading Irish 
2-year-old filly of 1956. The dam, Law, 
one of the last of the daughters of Son- 
in-Law, had produced 3 previous winners 
of more than £9,000, all by the same stal- 
lion, River Prince. 

Refined was a poor third to After the 
Show (Phideas—Apres L’Ondee, by Sir 
Roger) in the 7-furlong Athasi Stakes on 
May 15, and finished unplaced in the Irish 
One Thousand Guineas on May 30. Favor- 
ite among the 15 starters in the one-mile 
filly classic was the American-bred Sen- 
sualita (by Polynesian), which had fin- 
ished second in the One Thousand Gui- 
neas at Newmarket. She was amiss at 
the time of the race, and finished only 
fourth. 

The One Thousand winner, by a 
length, was Rex Cohen’s Even Star (Aber- 
nant—Safari Moon, by Big Game), which 
had won the Guineas Trial after a suc- 
cession of 3 seconds. After the Show, 
which swerved and lost the lead near the 
finish, was second, 214 lengths ahead of 
Angelet (Nimbus—Toujours, by Cillas). 

Even Star is the first classic winner fer 
the noted sprinter Abernant and the third 
winner for her dam, Safari Moon, which 
goes back, through Moonstone (*Mah- 
moud) and Rosetata (*Kantar), to Rose 
Red, the granddam of Alycidon and 
Borealis.

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SOILS (3) 


Secondary and Minor Elements 


There are numerous elements, in addi- 
tion to nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium, 
necessary for proper plant growth. Fore- 
most are calcium and magnesium, both 
of which have the dual function of regu- 
lating the soil’s acidity and providing nu- 
trients. Next in importance among sec- 
ondary elements is sulphur, necessary to 
all growing plants. Required in smaller 
amounts are the trace elements of iron, 
manganese, boron, iodine, copper. and zinc. 
Another group of elements that are toxic 
at relatively low concentrations includes 
aluminum, arsenic, barium, chromium, 
fluorine, lead, selenium, and thallium. 


Deficiencies of the secondary and trace 
elements, except iodine in certain cases, 
occur more often in sandy soils than in 
the heavy-textured soils. The heavy soils 
generally contain a fair amount of fine 
clay—the soil-absorption complex, which 
has the property of retaining many of the 
elements in a form not easily washed out 
by percolating water, but still available 
to plants. The very sandy soils of the 
Coastal Plain contain very little of the 
absorption complex, and the sands and 
silts contain few minerals other than 
quartz. These soils are likely to show de- 
ficiencies of secondary and trace elements. 


Larger crops grown on highly cultivated 
soils are exhausting the reserves of sec- 
ondary and trace elements in all cases 
where the crops are removed from the 
soil. There is also another potent factor 
operating in the same direction. The com- 
mercial fertilizers applied to obtain larger 
yields are for the most part comparatively 
pure salts, which through base exchange 
tend to displace the secondary and trace 
elements in the soil and cause them to be 


used by growing crops or carried away 
in the drainage water. These commercial 
fertilizers do not ordinarily contain as 
many of the trace elements as does farm 
manure. However, they often contain con- 
siderable calcium and magnesium and 
it is not unreasonable to believe that some 
small part of the increased yield following 
the application of commercial fertilizers 
is due to the increased availability of these 
secondary elements rather than to applica- 
tions of nitrogen, phosphorus, and potas- 
sium. 


The problem of the addition of trace ele- 
ments to commercial fertilizers is a com- 
plicated one, and must be handled conserv- 
atively. It frequently is difficult to obtain 
a uniform mixture of the small amounts 
required. In many cases the chemical re- 
action of the clay—absorption complex— 
will be a determining factor. The addition 
of a pure manganese salt to a clay sat- 
urated with calcium will very soon result 
in the precipitation of insoluble mangan- 
ese dioxide. Conversion to an insoluble 
form can occur with zinc, copper, and 
other elements. It should also be remem- 
bered that many of the trace elements 
have very narrow ranges of concentration 
in which they are of use to plants. 


Continuous use of chemical fertilizers 
tends to deplete a soil’s trace elements. 
This is because the chemical fertilizers 
do not contain trace elements, and the 
plant growth stimulated by the fertilizer 
will result in more trace elements being 
extracted from the soil by the plants. The 
use of stable manure, leafmold, wood 


ashes, and peat will tend to conserve trace 
elements since these fertilizers return trace 
elements to the soil. Also, the trace ele- 


One of the best ways to supply trace elements to a soil is to spread manure. 
Many of the common chemical fertilizers do not contain trace elements. 
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ments in these products generally are in} 
a very available form. 


Calcium 


Probably best known of the secondary 
elements is calcium, which (1) promotes 
early root formation and growth, (2) im. | 
proves general plant vigor and stiffness | 
of straw, (3) aids utilization of other 
plant foods, (4) neutralizes poisons pro. 
duced in the plant, and (5) encourages 
grain and seed production. In addition 
to these benefits, calcium, of course. is of 
utmost importance in animal nutrition, 
being responsible for proper bone de. 
velopment. 

Plants grown on calcium-deficient soil 
may show the following characteristics: 
young leaves die back at the tips and 
along the margins; leaves have wrinkled 
appearance; young leaves may remain 
folded; light green band occurs along the [ 
margin of leaves; and roots will be short 
and have many branches. 


Fortunately, many of the fertilizer ma- 
terials used by farmers are high in cal- 
cium. Both ordinary lime and dolomite 
lime contain a high percentage of calcium, 
as do rock phosphate and superphosphate. 
Bone meal and gypsum also contain size. 
able amounts of calcium. 


Magnesium 


Magnesium, part of the chlorophyll 
molecule, is essential to plant growth, 
but surface soils generally contain less 
than one per cent of magnesia, and a large 
part of the magnesia of soils is found in 
the colloidal fraction, only about one- 
fourth or one-fifth of which is in an ex- 
changeable or soluble form. Magnesium 
deficiency probably has affected crop pro- 
duction more widely than has any other 
secondary plant food. Plants develop a 
characteristic chlorosis when the magne- 
sium supply is insufficient. The lower 
leaves of the plant are the first to be 
affected. The grasses look faded. due to 
the loss of chlorophyll, between the veins 
at the leaf tip and margins. Tobacco and 
other plants also lose their green color 
between the veins beginning at the leaf 
tip and margins. 

The correction of magnesium deficiency 
usually is made by the application of 
magnesium (dolomite) limestone. 


Sulphur 


Sulphur is present in all plants in con- 
siderable quantity, and it is necessary for 
their growth. The sulphur content of 
soils, however, is comparatively low, run- 
ning between .] and .3 per cent. 

A large part of the sulphur in the soil 
appears to be contained in the organic mat- 
ter. The sulphate ions are not strongly 
held by the ordinary clay of the soil, and 
are easily leached out. 

Fortunately, sulphur deficiencies occut

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less often than do deficiencies in the other 
2 secondary elements. The 2 reasons for 
this are the widespread use of superphos- 
phates and an adequate rainfall in most 
areas. In superphosphate, the sulphates 
generally exceed the phosphates. The at- 
mosphere contains considerable quantities 
of sulphur compounds, which are brought 
down by rains and function in the nutri- 
tion of plants. 

Sulphur deficiencies in plants are char- 
acterized by loss of green color in the 
younger leaves of the plant, including the 
veins. In extreme cases all the leaves may 
be light green in color, including the veins; 
but the lower leaves do not dry up as they 
do in the case of nitrogen deficiency. 


Iron 


Iron was the first of the trace elements 
to be recognized as essential to normal 
plant development. Iron is directly con- 
nected with the functioning of the chlor- 
ophyll, and the distinctive chlorosis re- 
sulting from a shortage of iron has been 
known for many years. For a long time it 
was considered to be the only type of 
chlorosis in plants. 

Although there is an abundance of iron 
in nearly all soils, the exchangeable iron in 
soils at the neutral point (pH 7.0) may be 
so low that the plants are unable to absorb 
enough for healthy growth. Besides the 
iron of the undecomposed silicate minerals 


in the soil, there are 2 general forms— 
the iron of the colloidal clay or absorp- 
tion complex, and iron in the form of 
oxide, both hydrated and anhydrous. 

The solubility of iron in the soil is gov- 
erned by the reaction of the soil—the ele- 
ment is comparatively soluble in very acid 
soils—and by the prevalence of oxidizing 
and reducing conditions. Iron in the form 
of hydrated iron oxide particularly is 
easily reduced under some soil conditions 
and remains in the soil solution. The sub- 
merged soil conditions that occur during 
wet weather are favorable for the solution 
and transportation of iron in the soil solu- 
tion, and in extreme cases the concentra- 
tion of iron may exceed the toxic limit. 

The addition of any organic matter, such 
as crop residues and stable manure, in- 
creases the supply of available iron in the 
soil. The iron is temporarily reduced and 
made soluble, and the complex ions formed 
with organic matter hold the iron. 

Soluble iron compounds are not com- 
patible with soluble phosphates in fer- 
tilizer mixtures, since they form insoluble 
compounds that are largely unavailable 
to plants. Soils having considerable iron 
in an unavailable form could be treated 
with acid-forming fertilizers to make the 
iron more available. Liberal applications 
of organic matter improve availability. 


Manganese 


Manganese is a common constituent of 


soils and plants, and the quantities pres- 
ent vary considerably. Some soils contain 
only a small quantity of manganese. 
Others, containing much manganese, may 
have it in an unavailable form, for ex- 
ample, the insoluble dioxide. There is no 
correlation between the total manganese 
in the soils and in the plants growing on 
the soils, the availability being governed 
by the acidity and the reducing action in 
the soil rather than by the quantity pres- 
ent. 

Absence of a proper amount of mangan- 
ese usually results in considerable dwarf- 
ing. and associated with this is a chlorosis 
of the upper leaves of the plant, followed 
by a necrotic spotting. the tissue of the 
spots frequently dropping out. Rations 
carefully freed from manganese produce 
a condition in test animals that seriously 
interferes with normal lactation. 

The quantity of manganese that must be 
supplied on soils to overcome shortage 
may vary, but additions of 25 to 50 pounds 
of manganous sulphate per acre have re- 
sulted in remarkable increases in crop 
yield on certain soils. The addition of ex- 
cessive quantities of manganese, however, 
will cause damage to some crops, especial- 
ly tobacco, which does best on acid soils. 


Copper 


Copper apparently is found in all soils, 
ranging from 1 to over 50 parts per mil- 
lion in normal agricultural soils. Although

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the amount of copper necessary is small, 
its need has been demonstrated. The 
plants grown without copper have a char- 
acteristic appearance. The upper leaves 
are unable to maintain their turgor and 
consequently wilt badly. The wilt is per- 
manent. and the plant will not regain 
moisture during the night or in cloudy 
weather as will a plant that has wilted 
during a hot day. Growth is reduced in 
proportion to the degree of shortage of 
the element and the stage of growth at 
which the element is withdrawn. 


The copper necessary to correct the 
shortage in nutrient solutions varies from 
one-sixteenth to one-eighth part per mil- 
lion. Amounts much in excess of these 
produce a decided stunting effect on 
plants. If a soil is deficient in copper 
from 20 to 30 pounds of copper sulphate 
per acre usually are needed. Most soils 
have a high fixing power for copper com- 
pounds so that heavy applications are 
necessary. 


Boron 


Boron is necessary for the normal 
growth of all plants—it is present in quan- 
tities up to 200 parts per million—but 
higher concentrations cause injury. 


Top rot of tobacco, internal cork of 
apples, heart and dry rots of sugar beets. 
and similar physiological diseases of 
plants are due to a deficiency of boron. 
These names indicate the dominant symp- 
toms that characterize the disturbance to 
growth. The actual quantity of boron that 
must be supplied on soils where the ele- 
ment is deficient in order to produce nor- 
mal growth varies with the method of 
application, the season, the soil, the source 
of the boron, and the crop. However, the 
quantity should be small—in the case of 
tobacco, for example. about one pound per 
acre in soluble compounds with applica- 
tions immediately adjacent to the plant. 


Tobacco grown on soil deficient in boron 
develops in a well-defined pattern. The 
young leaves composing the terminal bud 
exhibit a light-green color, the bases of 
the individual leaves being of a lighter 
green than the tips. When this condition 
develops, the bud leaves cease to grow, 
and they manifest a drawn appearance. 
The tissue at the base of the young leaves 
breaks down and becomes brownish to 
black. If the terminal bud does not die, 
the young leaves make later growth, in 
which case they may be distorted or notch- 
ed by twisting to one side because of the 
growth around the injured tissue. The stalk 
near the top of the plant also may show a 
one-sided or twisted growth. If the boron 
deficiency is not too extreme, the lateral 
buds (suckers) may develop in the axils 
of the leaves or at the base of the stalk, 
but they generally break down as de- 
scribed above. The automatic topping of 
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This picture illustrates the effect of 
boron deficiency in alfalfa.

the plant produced by death of the term- 
inal bud results in a thickening and _in- 
crease in area of the leaves. The upper 
leaves tend to roll in a half circle down- 
ward from the tip toward the base, be- 
coming stiff and brittle, and when the 
midrib is broken the vascular tissue shows 
discoloration. 

The element boron appears to function 
in terminal growth or meristematic tissue 
development, since those are the parts of 
the plants that first manifest abnormalities 
resulting from a shortage. 

The occurrence of boron in irrigation 
waters and the deposits of borax occurring 
in the evaporated residues of surface soil 
water in some arid regions indicates that 
boron is not absorbed and held by the 
soil colloids. Additional evidence of this 
is the fact that a very slight application of 
borax beyond that needed by the plant 
causes injury. In this respect boron is 
quite different from copper and zinc, which 
are absorbed by the soil colloids. 

The inclusion of small amounts of boron 
in fertilizer mixtures would appear to be 
a desirable practice in many areas where 
field and orchard crops are defin:tely 
known to be deficient. However, the appli- 
cation of such a small quantity as one 
pound per acre requires careful grinding 
and mixing with the regular fertilizer to 
assure even distribution. Even a small ap- 
plication can be toxic if one plant or group 
of plants receives too much. 


Iodine 


Iodine is unique among the trace ele- 
ments in that its deficiency is important, 
not because of its effect upon plant yields, 


but because of its effect on man and do- 
mestic animals. 

It has been recognized for a number of 
years that iodine is necessary in the human 
diet to control certain types of goiter. 
There is a high incidence of goiter in 
certain regions of the U. S., notably the 
Great Lakes area, and the soils of this 
region have a very low iodine content. 
Soils of regions low in iodine generally 
are quite acid, and the highly leached 
clay they contain does not possess the 
power of anion retention, so that even the 
small quantities of iodine that were pres- 
ent in the geological strata are leached 
out by the percolating water. These soils 
usually contain only a few parts per bil- 
lion of iodine. 

Soils developed from limestone in humid 
regions and those near the sea coast usual- 
ly contain sufficient iodine to prevent 
goiter. 

In some cases the application of small 
quantities of iodine to the soil has re- 
sulted in a slight increase in crop yield, 
but the main value apparently is in its 
availability for man. 

Since iodine is so easily leached from 
the soil, large. infrequent applications are 
not as desirable as small applications. 


Zine 


Zinc is present in all soils in minute 
quantities, various analyses showing from 
2 to 50 parts per million. The lowest 
quantities are found in sandy soils. 

Zinc is essential to the normal develop- 
ment of all crops. When zinc was with- 
held from tobacco grown in sand or in 
solution cultures, the plants showed a 
spotting of the lower leaves, which in 
extreme cases has resulted in almost total 
collapse of the leaf tissue. The lower 
leaves of the plant first developed a slight 
chlorosis. The break-down of leaf tissue 
followed and proceeded rapidly. 

The necrotic areas that develop on leaves 
of tobacco plants when zinc has_ been 
withheld commonly begin at the leaf tips 
and on the lower leaves of the plant. The 
lesions usually involve a small area at 
first and in some instances are surrounded 
by a halo. These areas characteristically 
soon develop a brown color. The small 
veins. which at first are not involved, fre- 
quently break down. 

In this and the previous 2 articles an 
attempt has been made to spell out the 
basic facts of the formation and develop- 
ment of soil, the nature and _ availability 
of elements necessary for plant growth, 
the significance of shortages in the ele- 
ments, and the reasons these elements 
often are scarce or unavailable to plants. 
The next questions—how to determine 
what a soil needs and what can be done to 
supply the deficient elements—will be 
taken up in the next issue.

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The Length of a Rod 


Your article under News Or Not, page 
977, covers an inquiry regarding the deri- 
vation of the word “furlong.” 


As general information, the word fur- 
long was created by the English at about 
100 A. D. It was at first used to approxi- 
mate the distance which an ox team could 
plow a furrow without stopping to take a 
breather. This distance was latterly set 
by common acceptance at 220 yards, or 
660 feet, or a furlong. This furlong, was 
also accepted as one-eighth of a mile. 

The rod was derived from the length 
of the goad stick which was used to punish 
the oxen, and latterly standardized at 514 
yards, or 164% feet in length. 

For square measure, an acre was one 
furlong. or 40 rods, or 660 feet in length, 
and 4 rods, or 66 feet in width, making 
the acre an area of 43,560 square feet. So 
when our Anglo-Saxon finished his land 
measures he had: 


16% feet 
LS 40 rods, or 660 feet 
Sa 8 furlongs, or 320 rods, or 5,280 feet 
Pare 160 square rods, or 43,560 square feet 


At that time England was a coloni of

the Roman Empire, and so far as can 
be learned, everybody thought it was 
pretty fair country arithmetic. 

News Or Nor states that a rod is 25 
feet with 40 rods to the furlong, or 1,000 
feet. 

Now if you are going to set the one- 
eighth pole back 1,000 feet from the finish 
line, I think it will start a lot of fuss. 
Especially with such horses as Federal 
Hill and such jockeys as Willie Shoe- 
maker. 

You express the hope that the descend- 
ants of these old Anglo-Saxons who went 
in for English land measure would live 
long enough to throw out the old and 
replace it with the metric system. Just 
offhand I cannot think of any group whose 
names connote Anglo-Saxon pedigrees as 
much as do your board of trustees. They 


al] own land. Ask them about changing 
over to the metric system.

An “intradermal” (be- 
tween the layers of the skin) is used some- 
times on people for sensitivity tests and 
the like, but this vaccine is almost cer- 
tainly given “sub-Q.” Reminds me of the 
here unnamed U. S. senator who on tele- 
vision pompously announced that he 
wasn't “sanguinary” about a certain proj- 
ect. Some types of education seem to 
make people want to use a long word 
when a short one will suffice, e. g. “inas- 
much as” instead of “since.”
